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Bedford man arrested after 
Feb. 21 meth lab discovery 


For the second time 
in less than three 
weeks Kentucky State 
Troopers from Post 5 
in Campbellsburg have 
made an arrest in Trimble 
County following the dis¬ 
covery of a meth lab. 

An investigation by 
Troopers from Post 5 led 
to the arrest of 45-year-old 
Bedford resident David 
Leach for manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine. 
According to Trooper

Officer, troopers went to 
the home of Leach, located

He 
was lodged in the Carroll 
County Detention Center 
in Carrollton. Trooper 
Chad Johnson is leading 
the ongoing investigation.

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Children's welfare 
prompts House action 


I n each legislative session, 
the Kentucky House of 
Representatives spends a 
considerable amount of time on 
those who comprise our young¬ 
est generation, looking for ways 
to help them at home and in the 
classroom. 

Last week was a high-water 
mark in both of those areas. On 
Wednesday, for example, the 
House of Representatives put 
its unanimous support behind 
legislation that would make it 
illegal to intentionally view child 
pornography. 

Possession of this material 
has long been outlawed, but in 
today’s internet age, pedophiles 
have been able 
to exploit a 
loophole that 
makes it dif¬ 
ficult to pros¬ 
ecute those 
who view, but 
don’t download, 
images stored 
on computer 
servers located 
outside of the 
United States. 

If this bill 
becomes law, 
law enforce¬ 
ment here 
in Kentucky would have more 
authority to act, and those found 
guilty could face up to five years 
in jail. At the same time, there 
are built-in protections for those 
who inadvertently view this 
material. 

Earlier that day, the House 
Judiciary Committee laid the 
groundwork for more public 
accountability in court cases 
involving children’s welfare. This 
issue has become especially prom¬ 
inent in the last year, because 
of ongoing efforts to learn more 
about several high-profile cases 
in which children died. 

If this bill becomes law, it 
would establish pilot programs 
in family courts, with one each 
in the seven Supreme Court 
districts. This would give us the 
framework to open up these pro¬ 
ceedings statewide while giving 
judges the discretion to maintain 
privacy where appropriate, such 
as in sexual abuse cases. 

In academic matters, the 
House’s Education Committee 
gave the go-ahead to Senate legis¬ 
lation that would award alterna¬ 
tive high school diplomas - rather 
than the current certificate - to 


special needs students who qual¬ 
ify. This would better showcase 
their accomplishment, and it is 
expected to make it through the 
full House and then be signed 
by Governor Beshear in the days 
ahead. 

On Thursday, the House 
unanimously voted for legisla¬ 
tion that would build on a 2007 
law that was very beneficial to 
Ford, helping the company invest 
more than a billion dollars in its 
Louisville operations and hire up 
to 3,000 new employees. Under 
this bill, the incentives would be 
extended to include the state’s 
other assembly plants and large 
auto parts companies should 
they choose to make the qualified 
investments. This bill could be a 
major boost to our economy. 

On Friday, meanwhile, the 
House unanimously voted for 
House Bill 256, which would 
establish the Iraq/Afghanistan 
War Memorial Committee and 
eventually lead to a perma¬ 
nent memorial to honor the 
six Kentuckians who died in 
Operation Desert Storm and 
the 104 who have perished in 
Operation Iraqi Freedom and, in 
Afghanistan, Operation Enduring 
Freedom. 

In other action in the Kentucky 
House this past week, several 
pieces of legislation affecting 
agriculture were approved. One 
would create a task force to study 
how we can improve access to 
farm-fresh products in urban 
areas while another recognized 
Feb. 19-25th as Food Checkout 
Week, which highlights the fact 
that no other country spends a 
lower percentage of income on 
food than ours. The House also 
put its support behind a resolu¬ 
tion urging federal officials to 
include tobacco among the prod¬ 
ucts being promoted in a pro¬ 
posed trade agreement between 
the United States and several 
Pacific Rim countries.

Harris reflects on week in Senate 


A fter a pause for 

President’s Day, the 
Legislature moved into 
the second half of the 2012 
General Assembly Session. I had 
visits from groups representing 
adult day health care providers 
and developmental disabilities. 
Many Boy Scout troops came to 
Frankfort for the annual Boy 
Scout Day at the Capitol. It was 
a pleasure to see these civic- 
minded boys and young men 
and their dedicated troop lead¬ 
ers and parents. 

Of the bills we focused on 
this week, two were of particu¬ 
larly high profile. Senate Bill 1 
would restrict the legislature 
to appropriating no more than 
6 percent of General Fund rev¬ 
enues to bonded indebtedness. 
This is a level generally accepted 
as the standard by bond rating 
agencies, as well as a threshold 
the legislature has historically 
attempted to operate within. As 
long as I have been a member, 
the Senate has always passed 
a budget with less debt than 
either the Governor’s or the 
House’s proposals. We cannot 
continue paying off the Visa 
with the MasterCard. I voted 
for the bill because setting the 
limit in statute will provide an 
additional safeguard against

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TRIMBLE HOSTS 29TH DISTRICT TOURNAMENT

It was “one and done” on 
Tuesday night for the host 
Trimble County Raiders in 
last week’s opening round of 
the Kentucky High School 
Athletic Association’s 29th 
District Tournament. The 
Raiders knew the deck was 
stacked against them when 
they faced South Oldham, 
the number one seed in 
the district. Trimble had 
fallen to the Dragons by 56 
points (92-36) on Dec. 13 
at home. 

“Our goal was to not 
turn it over and get 
good shots at all times,” 
Trimble Coach John Leep 
III said. “We figure every 
time we take a shot is a 
win for us because some¬ 
times the more we pass 
it there’s more opportuni¬ 
ties for us to turn it over. 
I think we only had four 
turnovers in the first half. 
“Defensively, our strategy 
was to get out on their 
shooters and make them 
drive into the lane, then 
step over and take charg¬ 
es and limit them to one 
shot,” Leep said. “About 
eight of their points in the

first half were off of second 
chances. They’re a good 
enough team to beat any¬ 
body in our region on one 
shot but if they get two 
shots or three shots a trip 
they’re almost unbeatable. 
We wanted to limit them 
to one shot. In the first 
half we did a pretty good 
job, in the second half we 
didn’t do a very good job 
at all.” 

While the Raiders’ 2012 
postseason experience was 
limited to 32 minutes they 
battled hard. Trimble was 
still very much in the ball- 
game at the halfway point, 
trailing by 14 at 41-27. 

“The effort was tre¬ 
mendous,” Leep said of 
his team’s performance 
through two quarters of 
play. “We scrapped, took 
some charges and we really 
took care of the ball well 
in the first half. When we 
take care of the ball we 
can play with anybody in 
our region. Our thing is 
turnovers, though, and our 
turnovers caught up with 
us in the second half.” 

The Dragons opened the 
second half with six unan¬ 
swered points and contin¬ 
ued to widen the gap in 


the third period, holding 
a 67-42 advantage at the 
third quarter stop. South 
Oldham connected at a 52 
percent clip from the field 
in the second half while 
limiting Trimble’s offen¬ 
sive percentage to 31 per¬ 
cent. The Raiders, who had 
converted 71 percent of 
their first half free throws, 
sank only three of 10 in the 
second half. 

“We left way too much 
meat on the bone when 
it came to shooting free 
throws,” Leep said. “We had 
a couple of opportunities to 
go to the line for three and 
would come away with one. 
One time in the first half 
we went for a double bonus 
and came away 0 for two. 
That’s plagued us all year. 
We’ve worked hard to get 
better at them but it hasn’t 
come to fruition during the 
games.” 

The Dragons, who Leep 
acknowledged are “a little 
deeper than we are,” went 
on another 10-0 tear early 
in the fourth quarter en 
route to the final 36-point 
margin. “We got a little 
fatigued and as your body 
becomes fatigued so does 
your mind,” he said. “The 


turnovers set in and they 
just got too many easy bas¬ 
kets there in the second 
half.” 

Leep said his players gave 
a much better account of 
themselves in their second 
matchup with the Dragons, 
adding “the growth of this 
team has been tremendous 
from day one until right 
now.” But he acknowledged 
South Oldham had also 
improved since December. 
“They’re better than when 
we played them the first 
time,” he said. “We’re also 
better. We’ve come a long 
way. Unfortunately, the gap 
was too big. We’re going to 
get to work on closing that 
gap immediately.” 

Trimble’s offensive 
effort was led by five of 
the team’s seven seniors. 
Skiler Alexander paced 
the Raider offensive drive 
with 17 points, Austin 
Rexroat added 10, Michael 
Gonterman, Dylan Staples 
and Craig Ward each con¬ 
tributed eight points in the 
losing effort. 

“They all have their spe¬ 
cial skills but they’re very 
special people, not only to 
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Lady Raiders'dreams of regional

Oldham County grabbed 
the rebound and Ashley 
McMurtry dashed the 
length of the floor for 
a layup to tie the game 
and was fouled with four- 
tenths seconds remaining 
on the clock.

NRCS high tunnel program available to Kentucky farmers 


A fter several years 
of pilot tests 
in states sur¬ 
rounding Kentucky, the 
seasonal high-tunnel 
program through the 
Natural Resources and 
Conservation Service Eqip 
(Environmental Quality 
Incentives Program) 
program is available in 
Kentucky. High tunnels 
are of continuing interest 
to small vegetable produc¬ 
ers because they facilitate 
direct marketing programs 
according to Tim Coolong, 
UK Extension Vegetable 
Specialist. They extend 
the season, allow farmers 
to increase income; and 
allow for popular early- 
tomato production, which 
is very popular. Greens 
grown in high tunnels 



are also

exist, so 

there are viable outlets for 
greens in many parts of 
the state. 

High tunnels are a very 
good fit for small produc¬ 
ers, (they may not be 
appropriate for a large 
commercial grower). With 
approximately 80 percent 
of Kentucky’s 10,000 acres 


of vegetables produced 
by direct-market grow¬ 
ers, high tunnels have 
immense appeal. 

There is no rainfall in 
a high tunnel, so growers 
need to use more water. 
However, the high tunnel 
reduces disease because no 
water splashes vegetables, 
providing a much cleaner 
end product. High tun¬ 
nels have high usage in 
the organic world; they 
are very effective for high 
intensity growing and 
provide high yields of 
high quality vegetables. 

By using high tunnels to 
produce for retail markets, 
you can capitalize on early 
season sales, as well as 
extend the season. 

Here are some details of 
the program: 


• There are now two 
deadlines left to apply: 
March 30 and June 1. 

•You must apply 
through your local NRCS 
office. Contact Randy Van 
Mater at 502-845-2890 
or the Trimble County 
Conservation District at

• This program does 
pay for materials costs. 

It offers matching funds 
that pay for the cost of 
assembling a high tunnel.

bows and make a tunnel; 
it must be sold by a tunnel 
manufacturer. 

• This program reim¬ 
burses growers on a 
square foot basis with a 
maximum of 2,178 square 
feet covered. You may 
choose to buy a larger tun¬ 
nel than this (essentially 
30’ x 72’) however, the 
program will only reim¬ 
burse growers up to 2,178 
square feet. 

• This program requires 
that you grow the plants 
in the native soil. Plants 
cannot be container grown 
or grown on benches in 
the tunnels. You can use 
raised beds. 

• During the life of this 
program, you must make 
repairs to the tunnel as 
necessary. For example, if 
a wind storm comes and 
blows part of the tunnel 
down after one year, you 
must repair it. 

• These must truly be 
high tunnels, so no supple¬ 
mental heating can be 


used. 

• This is a competi¬ 
tive program. Once the 
applications are compiled 
locally and ranked, they 
will be sent to Washington 
D.C. for evaluation. 

• If you are an organic 
farmer or in the process 
of transitioning to organic 
farming, you may also 
apply for the high tun¬ 
nel program through the 
NRCS Equip Organic 
Initiative, a funding 
source which has not been 
fully utilized in Kentucky 
in the past.

Monday that the body 
was found by a man who 
was hunting along the 
riverbank for shed deer 
antlers. 

Miller said it is likely 
that recent flood waters 
had deposited the body 
on the riverbank where 
it was found. He said the 
skeletal remains had been 
held together by the per¬ 
son’s clothing, and that 
the clothing matched the 
description of what Hearn 
had been wearing that day 
on the hunting trip. 

The remains were trans¬ 
ported to Hamilton, Ohio, 
where positive identifica¬ 
tion will be made using 
dental records, Miller 
said. 

In the meantime, Denise 
Hearn said the family is 
working to come to grips 
with the loss of her son. 

“Right now, I’m still in 
shock with all of it, but 
I’m trying to stay strong. 
I’m trying to figure out ... 
the reality of it,” she said. 
“Before, I had a little bit 
of hope that he would walk 
through my door.” 

She said she’s unsure 
what it is, exactly, she’s 
feeling. “Peace is the best 


word, not closure. I don’t 
think I’ll ever have clo¬ 
sure.” 

But, “I’m tickled to 
death I got my baby home 
and out of the water. He 
was my world, he and his 
baby sister.” 

Hearn said a memorial 
service is planned for 2 
p.m. Saturday, March 3, 
at the Family Worship 
Center in Carrollton. 
Following the ceremony, 
Justin will be buried in 
Worthville Cemetery, next 
to his grandfather. 

“He always said he want¬ 
ed to be beside his paw¬ 
paw,” she said. “Mommy 
gave him his wish.” 

She also is hoping that 
Saturday will not be a 
sad day, but a happy one 
- a celebration of her son’s 
short life. 

“Justin was full of life. 
He was so loved; he was a 
blessing. A true blessing,” 
she said. “He was like a 
mustang out in the field, 
so free-spirited. Yet he was 
a rock. His friends knew 
that Justin would stand 
right there with them, 
help them out; give them 
his shirt.” 

She said she wants other 
young people to learn from 
his spirit and love for life. 
“Life is so short, you have 
to take every moment and 
take it in.”

Registration Fair March 30, 2012 
Call for Appointment 

A Registration Fair is scheduled for Friday, 
March 30, 2012, from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. at the Head 
Start building, located next to Trimble County Middle 
School. Trimble County Head Start/Preschool serves 
3 and 4 year old income eligible children who live in 
Trimble County. A limited number of tuition-based 
slots for children who are four-years old by the public 
school cutoff date (which is currently October 1, 2012) 
may be available for families who do not meet income 
guidelines. Please call (502) 255-3620 to schedule an 
appointment for your child for the Registration Fair. 

During the Registration Fair, Head Start staff will 
complete enrollment applications for the next school year 
School staff will conduct screenings for hearing, vision, 
general health, speech, and development during the fair 
If there are any concerns noted during screenings, follow¬ 
up may be arranged to address the concerns. 
Specific documentation is needed when applying for 
enrollment in Head Start/Preschool which includes the 
following: certified birth certificate, social security card, 
immunization record, proof of income (check stub, W-2, 
income tax return, public assistance verification) and 
child’s health insurance information. 
Applications will be accepted for any child who is 3 or 4 
years of age by the public school cutoff date (which is 
currently October 1, 2012). Eligibility is determined by 
income, and priority for enrollment may be given for the 
following: migrant, ethnic minority, foster child or ward 
of the court, or a child with special needs, such as a 
mental or physical disability. Head Start reserves a 
minimum of 10% of its enrollment capacity for children 
with disabilities. Ten percent of Head Start’s enrolled 
students may be over income. 

Upon acceptance into Head Start/Preschool, the students 
must have a physical examination, up-to-date 
immunizations, a vision exam and a dental exam. The 
school staff provides developmental screening and 
hearing screening. 

A number of children are born with or may develop 
disabilities that challenge their normal growth and 
development. If you suspect your child may have a 
special need, contact Jean Adams at the Trimble County 
Board of Education @255-3201 or Amanda Craig at 
Head Start @255-3620.
